I called Inspector A. H. Belmont, Bureau, and advised him that 
oral Laments had been held today before the Circuit Court °f Appeals, 
consisting of Judge Swan, presiding; Judges Harrie B. Chase and Angus - 
ST2E? It was argued'for the appellant by Mr BENJAMIN and for 
the government by CLARKE RYAN.' Mr. Benjamin took approximately two 
hour! to present his argument and Clarke Ryan took approximately one 
and one-quarter. hours. Mr. Saypol and Mr. Donegan were seated at the 
counsel table beside Clarke Ryan. , 

I told Mr. Belmont there was nothing new on the argument; that 
Mr. Benjamin spent most of his time arguing the facts as he would, 
almost, in a summation to a jury, but, at 'the end of his argument, 
advised the court that they had been critical of the P^secutor and 
of the FBI and that the prosecutor had labelled his criticism of the 
FBI as following the Communist Psrty line, which was a prejudicial 
error . 

I told Mr. Belmont that Clarke- Ryan, in'his opening statement, he 
repeated the challenge of Thomas F~ Murphy beforV the Jury and remi nded 
the court that Murphy had made that challenge to the Jury; that if they 
believed for one moment that A? activity of the FBI in this case was in 
any way unethical or underhanded, that the Jury should bring in a verdict 
o^acquital. Ryan repeated that the government still took that position 
before the Circuit Court of Appeals and Ryan further chided. the defense 
counsel for such remarks. I advised Mr. Belmont that *oth "Judge Swan 
and Judge Chase had asked some pointed questions of Benjamin during the 
course of his arguments which clearly showed that they saw through some 
n rather ingeniuous but falacious arguments. Mr. Belmont requested
